EFFECTS OF GAS 


RATIONING 
COMMUNITY KITCHENS 
PREPARED 


HE Dublin Corporation Com- 
munity Kitchens are standin 
ready to answer any call whic 

the Government may make on their 
resources to supply hot food to the 
poor of Dublin, whose cooking facilities 
have been rendered useless by gas 
restrictions. 

Yesterday a Corporation official told 

an Irish Times reporter: ‘‘We are 

quite unaffected by the rationing our- 
selves, as, keeping such a situation in 
mind, we installed not only gas, but 


electrical and solid fuel plants as 
well,” 
Consumers reported yesterday a 


more even curtailment of supplies than 
on Monday and Tuesday. 

Spratts Patent (Ireland), Ltd., who 
supply more than a hundred bacon 
factories with rusks or binder for 
sausages, have been so drastically 
affected that their production is now 
only 15 per cent. of what it was 
normally. ‘The Secretary, Mr. H. P. 
Grimston, who is also a director of the 
company, told an /rish T'imes reporter 
that they could not possibly carry on 
under present conditions. ‘‘ Not only 
will this mean unemployment in our 
own factory, but: it places the jobs of 
thousands of workers in bacon 
factories all over Ireland in jeopardy.” 
Mr. Grimston suggested to the 
Department of Supplies that gas 
should be shut off at 8 o’colck instead 
of at 10.30 at night. The supply 
could then be resumed at 11 o’clock to 
enable a night shift to operate. 
Licences could be issued to certain in- 
dustries to carry on night work. 


DUBLIN MUNICIPAL 
RATES ARREARS 


Five years’ rates, amounting to over 
£273, ‘‘ due from a member of a local 
authority,” which the collector had 
been unable, to collect by any legal 
method, is mentioned by the Local 
Government Auditor, Mr. P. MacBearn- 
aird, in his report on the accounts of 
the Dublin Corporation for the two 
years ended March 31, 1940. The 
arrears on municipal rates for 1938-39 
was 589, and for 1939-40 was 
£101,960. Uncollected rates amounted 
on March 31, 1941, to £133,608: 

‘The present position of rates owed 
by occupiers of houses erected by the 
Irish Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust 
is exceptionally grave,” says the 
auditor. Arrears in these cases had 
risen from £11,141 in 1938-39 to £22,426 
in 1940-41. 

Surcharges amounting to £258 have 
been made by the auditor against the 
Corporation for “‘ illegal and unfounded 
payments,”’ which include £115 granted 
to a library association and allowances 
paid to engineers on the Poulaphouca 
scheme. i 
Arrears of rates on properties 
acquired for housing purposes or widen- 
ing schemes amounted in 1938-39 to 
,859, and in 1940-41 to £7,800. The 
auditor directed investigation to be 
made into these cases to fix the respon- 
sibility for the inaction. 


FAMILY ALLOWANCES

BREWERS’ BARLEY 


Speaking of barley, Mr. Lemass 
said :—They had available 20,000 tons 
of barley purchased by the brewers 
and held by them in excess of the 
quantity necessary for the home trade, 
for brewing for export. The malting 
of barley was suspended, and restric- 
tions placed on exports of stout and 
beer, on the assumption that if they 
prohibited exports of beer and stout 
the 20,000 tons of barley would be 
available for human food. On the 
basis of 75 per cent. production that 
would give them 15,000 tons of 
wheat. He knew that customers of 
Dublin brewers in Northern Ireland 
and Great Britain would be seriously 
inconvenienced if circumstances forced 
the suspension of export of Dublin’s 
brewery products, and he hoped that 
these people would appreciate that it 
was only the dire needs of their own 
people necessitated their taking such 
a step. 

On the basis of their expectations, 
there was a reasonable prospect of 
being able to maintain their 80 per 
cent. delivery of flour and bread until 
the end of the harvest. 

Arrangements were made for the 
taking of a Census at the earliest date. 
It was taken in November, and then 
the compilation of the national register 
began. It is now nearing completion. 
Arrangements had been made for the 
Bui of the rationing books, and 
elivery should be completed by the 
middle of April. He could hold out 
no hope of rationing books being in 
the hands of every individual in this 
country, entitled to them, before the 
end of April, and it would be the erd 
of April or early in May before 
rationing books could be used, It was 
very necessary to get rid of the false 
idea that utilisation of rationing books 
and the inauguration of a formal 
rationing scheme was going to improve 
the position of the poorer classes. 
That was an entirely false conception. 
If they could make the present system 
of voluntary rationing work it would, 
he believed, be much better for the 
poorer people. Much of the difficul- 
ties that arose in Dublin and other 
parts of the country last week was 
due very largely to an unfounded feel- 
ing of panic among certain members 
of the community who believed that if 
they did not rush out to the bakers’ 
shops they would not get any supplies 
of bread. 


DEPUTIES AND PRESS 


He referred to the attitude of Depu- 
ties of that House, and of the Press 
in this connection. He did not, he 
said, like making comparisons between 
their attitude and the attitude of 
English public men and English news- 
papers whenever their Government ap- 
pealed to the citizens to take some 
course of action necessary in the 
national interest.

Herr Hitler, he warned the House, 
soon would launch his spring offensive 
against Russia. ‘‘ We shall not stand 
helplessly aloof,” he said. ‘*‘ Bomber 
Command will strike hard at the vital 
centres of the German war industry 
and transport. I have full confidence 
in the judgment of the Air Staff that 
the bomber offensive against Germany 
is one of the indispensable means of 
winning this war.” 

“In offensive fighting from this 
country during the last twelve 
months,” said Sir Archibald, “we 
have destroyed 23 enemy fighters, 
against the loss of 537 of our own. 
In combined action with the Navy, we 
have virtually closed the Straits of 
Dover for the seme of the enemy’s 
merchant vessels. Together with the 
Royal Navy, Coastal Command have 
driven the U-boats right out of the 
western approachies, ur East coast 
convoys have n so well protected 
that, between Harwich and Newhaven, 
it is hardly an exaggeration to say 


regularity. 

Sir Archibald most strongly depre- 
cated as that mischievous agitation 
which misrepresented the willingness 
of the Royal Air Force to work with 
its sister services. They were deter- 
mined to improve the methods and 
efficiency of the squadrons in Army 
co-operation command. Substantial 
numbers of squadrons of bomber and 
fighter Commands were being con- 
stantly practised in Army co-operation. 
With the agreement of the Commander: 
in-Chief, Home Forces, these squadrons 


of reconnaissance activity over 
German territory across the Channel. 

“The Beveridge Committee’s criti- 
cisms,” he said, “had been investi- 
gated, and, except for certain minor 
points of detail, accepted. 

“The armament of our fighters is 
very greatly superior to. that of the 
best German fighters yet encountered,’’ 
said Sir Archibald. ‘‘ The latest makes 
of Hurricane and Spitfire are so im- 
proved as to be virtually new types 
of aircraft. This year will see still 
further improvements in these two 
famous breeds. Further new types, 
some of revolutionary design, are ripen- 
ing. The Americans have some very 
fine new types comi along, and 
are also sending us dive - bombers. 
Aircraft of a type which, as a dive- 
bomber, is markedly superior to the 
Junkers 87 will shortly be available. 

“The heavy bombers—the Stirling, 
Halifax and the Manchester—already 
emerging in a new and stronger form 
known as the Lancaster, are coming 
into service in increasing numbers. 
These bombers are the most powerful 
in the world. Bombs of a size which 
were regarded as exceptionally large a 
year ago are now in full supply, while 
others of still larger size and still 
greater powers of devastation are well 
advanced in design, and should shortly 
be available for delivery to the Axis 
Powers.”’ 5 
Describing the attack on Paris, Sir 
Archibald Sinclair said :—' We cannot 
allow German production of tanks, tank 
engines, aero-engines and lorries to go 
on unhindered merely because it is 
situated in occupied territory. in 
France.”’ 

Sir Archibald concluded :—‘‘ I believe 
that events in the not distant future will 
remove all doubts about the Royal Air 
Force’s 7: og in bombing from the 
minds of the most sceptical. ese men 
are conquerors. They are the only force 
on which we can this year to strike 
deadly blows at the heart of Germany. 
They are ready; they will not fail.” 

Replying to the debate, Sir Archi- 
bald Sinclair said: ‘‘ Our new bombers 
are faster, and will be able to maintain 
a sustained offensive over the main 
centres of German industry far into 


the summer.”

A British Air Ministry communiqué 
issued yesterday stated: “Last night 
Royal Áir Force bombers attacked the 
Renault Works, at Billancourt, on the 
outskirta of Paris, which are known 
to have been engaged in the production 
of war material for Germany. The 
target, was clearly seen in the bright 
moonlight, and reports indicate that 
much damage was done.” 

“The port of Emden was also 
attacked and mines were laid in enemy 
waters. Two of our aircraft are miss- 


ing.” 
i The Air Ministry News Service says: 

“The crews had no difficulty in find- 
ing their target. The Renault works 
occupy a large area on both banks of 
the Seine, but the most vulnerable part 
is on an island joined to the banks by 
two flying bridges. Every crew was 
ordered to bring its bombs back if 
there was any possibility of mistake. 
By the’end of the attack, though there 
were many large fires entirely within 
the area of the Renault works, there 
were only two small fires outside, and 
these were just on the verge of it along 
the bank of the river. 

“The Renault works are the largest 
in France for the production of lorries, 
tanks and other war materials. They 
have for some time been wholly engaged 
in producing such material for the 
enemy, 4 great part of the output 
having gone to the Russian ‘front. 
Flares added to the light of the moon 
and of the many fires, and heavy bombs 
were evenly distributed.” 

Sir Archibald Sinclair, the British 
Air Minister, told the House of Com- 
mons yesterday :'—' A number of our 
heaviest bombs fell on the island and 
on other parts of the target, bursting 
with shattering effect. Buildings 
collapsed like packs of cards. Pilots 
describe some of the buildings as coming 
up at them hundreds of feet into the 
air.
